State Department 
Of Plans. 


THE CALL OF THE HOUR 


So rapidly are m atters moving in 
connection with the projected sewage 
disposal 
plant for G ettysburg 
that 
eight hours after council took its ad- 
journam ent Friday evening 
N . 
B. 
Schnurman, Baltimore street, u m em ­ 
ber of the sewer committee, was on 
board a train en route to H arrisburg 
to take G ettysburg’s financial prob­ 
lem, as it is linked with the proposed 
sewage treatm ent plant, to officials of 
the State D epartm ent of Health, 
Mr. Schnurman, one of the most ac­ 
tive members of the sewer committee, 
boarded the 5:55 train this morning 
cm the Philadelphia and Reading, H a r­ 
risburg bound, there to lay the finan­ 
cial cards of the borough before the 
S tate Health D epartm ent officials, in 
the hope that they may see fit to al­ 
low the borough to construct only cer­ 
tain and necessary units of the pro­ 
jected sewage treatm ent plant at this 
ti Ale. 
Cost Is Heavy 
The decisions of Mr. Schnurman to 
personally lay the borough’s position 
before the Departm ent of Health re­ 
sulted from a comparison of the esti­ 
mated cost of the plant in its entirety 
and the expense of installing only a 
certain jrnrt wf the treatm ent plant, 
the cost of which 
more nearly ap ­ 
proximate* tho borough’s ability to 
borrow. 
Robert H. Craig, 
of 
H arrisburg, 
member of the engineering firm of 
Banks and Craig, which has complet­ 
ed a topographical survey 
of 
the 
tow n’s sewer system and of the out­ 
fall sewer for the borough, appeared 
before council at its regular August 
meeting Friday evening. 
Mr. Craig went directly to the m a t­ 
te r of how much a completed sewage 
treatm en t plant would cost and his 
estim ate of $70,000, the cost of the 
outfall sewer and the disposal*plant, 
w as* thought by t h e council men to be 
more than th *1 borough could borrow 
through the means of a bond issue. 
Ha ope Is Present 
Pencils came out and for a while 
there was silence while members of 
the 
finance 
committee 
and 
others 
computed 
the 
approxim ate 
amount 
cotmcij is legally entitled to b o rro w .' 
J. Donald Swope. Esq., borough solici­ 
tor, who was present at the meeting, 
refereed the various pencil and paper 
bouts. 
The combined result of the compu­ 
tations was no surprise to 
anyone 
fam iliar with G ettysburg’s financial 
condition. 
It was found th a t on the 
basis of seven per cent of the assessed 
valuation of real estate in the bor­ 
ough, amounting roughly to $2,800,- 
000. after deductions of floating and 
bonded 
indebtedness 
were 
made,; 
council was in a position to borrow not 
more than between $55,(KH) and $00,- 
000. 
With those figures before him, Mr. 
Craig himself did some figuring and 
juggling of the figures he gave council 
a s to the approxim ate cost of the 
treatm ent plant. 
From his $70,000 
estim ate, Mr. Craig shaved approxi-i 
mutely $15,000, and in the same opera­ 
tion cut out a certain portion of the 
proposed plant. 
Sprinkling Filter 
That part of the proposed system. 
which Mr. Craig eliminated to more 
nearly bring the cost within the realm , 
of the borough’s borrowing capacity,! 
was the sprinkler tilter, the last step* 
in the purification of the affluent from 
the sewage treatm en t plant. 
To amend the plant by the elimi­ 
nation of the sprinkler tilter would 
not affect the nature of the affluent, 
except th at it would have a slightly 
“ soapy” color, although it would be 
w ithout odor and w ithout solid m at­ 
ter, such as fills the affluent as it 
comes from the present plant. 
The 
elimination of the odor, the council­ 
men agreed, wa* half the battle won. 
“Would the S tate Departm ent of 
Health agree to such 
an 
amended 
p la n t? ” was the query of several of 
the councilmen. 
Mr. Craig, who said 
he was close to the departm ent of­ 
ficials, said he believed th a t if a mem­ 
ber of the council would go with him 
to the departm ent a suitable under­ 
standing could be 
reached 
whereby 
essential units of the treatm ent sys­ 
tem could be installed now and other 
units added later.

Schnurm an’s journey to H arrisburg 
this morning. 
An Ideal Site 
Mr. Craig sad he 
had 
carefully 
gone over the ground and had come 
to the conclusion th a t a site about 
150 yards south of the Hanover road, 
along Rock Creek, would be an ideal

With the opening of the fall term 
of the public schools, the Departm ent 
of Public Instruction will place in ef­ 
fect a newly organized field service, 
t Eight field d il a to r s will have active 
charge of the work ami will act as 
liason officers between the

Harrisburg, 
and the school authorities in the v a ri­ 
ous counties o f the state. 
The purpose of the newly organized 
field service, Dr. J. George Becht, su­ 
perintendent of Public Instruction, ex­ 
plained, is to eliminate duplications o f 
effort, to render effective and intelli­ 
gent service in the treat.**, t of ail 
m atters involved in public se n i i de­ 
velopment and to establish proper cor­ 
relations betwee: the rural schools and 
the departm ental headquarters. 
General Supervision 
“The directors will have general 
supervision of high school organiza­ 
tion and classification, development of 
rural schools, elementary school or­ 
ganization, transportation, 
approval 
of sites and the questions of school 
consolidation,” Dr. Becht added. “Spe­ 
cial em phasis will be placed upon the 
elem entary field of education where 
the vast majority) of children are en­ 
rolled. 
The aim will be to furnish 
the children in the elem entary schools 
w’ith the proper tools of learning.” 
Jam es G. Pentz will he the director 
of the newly organized field service. 
Seven deputy directors will serve un-, 
der Mr. Pentz. 
Each of these men 
will have assigned to them certain 
counties in the state where they will 
have complete change of the field work.
